$380,000 Notes 


Jury Decides He Was 
“Double Crossed” by 
Peavey Interests. 


50 MINUTE VERDICT 


Joseph Leiter's contention that he was 
“double crossed "’ in his attempt to cor- 
ner the wheat market in 1808 was upheld 
yesterday by a jury in Federal Judge 
Humphrey's court. 
The jury returned two verdicts in his 
favor in the suit against him for the re- 
covery of $880,035 principal and interest 
for sixteen years on two notes he gave for 
905,000 bushels of wheat. 
The jury took the view held by the de- 
fense that the attempted wheat corner 
Was an unlawful conspiracy and that 
Leiter's notes given under those condi- 
tions are void. 
It took the jury about fifty minutes to 
reach a verdict. 


Plaintiffs in Suit. 
The Interior and the Monarch Elevator 
companies of Minneupolis were the piain- 
tiffs, the nominal plaintiff in the case of 
the Monarch company being Chester W. 
Lane. One of the notes was assigned to 
zane, who was the Monarch company’s 
auditor. 
Attorneye Dwight S. Bobb and James 
B. Wescott took a number of exceptions 
to Judge Humphrey's cherge. The de- 
fense held the notes were given for 
straight cash transactions and that if 
there was a conspiracy to corner the mar- 
ket, the elevator corporations had noth- 
ing to do with it. 


Peavey Back of Plaintiffs. 
It was shown, however, that F: H. Pea- 
vey was president of both elevator comi- 
}penies. and thet his heirs and “former 
business abbociates now own 84% pet cent 
of the stock of the Interior Company and 
90 per cent of the stock of the Monarch 
company. 
Peavey, according to Leiter, was the 
man who refused to bind himeelf in writ- 
ing to abide by the agreemem to keep 
wheat out of Chicago during Leiter's 
operations on the board of trade. He 
said Peavey's objections were based on 
“fear of going to jail.’ 
“ Well, I finally got justice,” Mr. Leiter 
said, after he had received the verdict. 
“TI am vindicated, and the verdict shows 
that my position on this matter has been 
right all the time. 

“I should Iike to correct the impres- 
sion that C. A, Pillsbury had anything to 
do with the Judas play against me. He 
did not.

It was Peayey who 
double crossed me. 


Puts It Up to Peavey.

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“ During the days of Dec. 10, 11, and 12} 


the Austrians continued to retire along 
the entire front. The Servian advance 
guards have progressed as far as Viki 
and Bosniak, in the direction of Shabats, 
and as far as Zaviaka, in the direction of 
Loznica. es 

“During their retreat the Austrians 
abandoned many trophies of war. From 
the time the Servians resumed the offen- 
sive, up to Dec. 11 inclusive, the number 
of prisoners made by the Servians 
reaches 28,000, The Servians captured 
eeventy-four cannons and forty-four ma- 
chine guns. 

“ After two days of fighting Montene- 
grin forces have captured Vishnegrad 
and driven the Austrians back to the 
other side of the River Drina.” 


. A. BONAR LAW ADVOCATED 
BRITISH WAR ON GERMANY. 


Commons Leader Urged on Premier 
Asquith Necessity of Keeping 
Treaty with France and Russia. 


LONDON, Dec. 14.—A letter sent by A. 
Bonar Law and the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, Unionist leaders in the house of 
commons and the house of lords respect- 
ively, to Prime Minister Asquith on Aug. 
2, when war was imminent, was read by 

Mr. Bonar Law at a Union meeting today. 

“ Lord Lansdowne and I feel itour duty 
to inform you,” the letter says, ‘* that in 
our opinion as well as in that of all our 
colleagues, whom we have been able to 
consult, it would be fatal to the honor and 
the security of the United Kingdom to 
hegitate in supporting France and Russia 
at the present juncttre, and we offer our 
gnhesitating support to the government 
in any measures they may consider neces- 
sary for that object.” 

After reading the contents of the letter, 

Mr. Bonar Law, in a speech, said:

Russian grip from the Przemys!and Cra- 
cow fortresses—remains unchanged. 

The Austrians announced today that 
they have reoccupied the important point 
of Dukla, to the north of the Carpathians, 
on a line south of Przemysi and Cracow. 

The Germans claim a distinct gain in 
their position in northern Poland, al- 
though they are not believed to be as tiear 
Warsaw as the report last week indi- 
cated. On the other hand, the Russiane 
announcement a strategic realignment of 
their forces in that field which strength- 
ens their position. 


Russia Claims German Defeat. 

PETROGRAD, Dec. 14.—Reports from 
the front today state that the Russian 
forces north of Warsaw have gained a 
decisive victory after having pierced the 
German front beyond Ciechanow and 
Przasnysz. This Russian success has 
been clinched by a wide swinging move- 
ment of the advancing Russian left on 
the main highway from Plock to Mlawa, 
concluding in a heavy cavalry engage- 
ment at Jurominetna, seven miles eouth- 
east of Mlawa. 

Russian successes of this nature would 
have three important results. ‘The imme- 
diate pressure north of Warsaw would be 
relieved. Rusman troops on the right of 
the Vistula river would be freed to seek a 
crossing and endanger the left wing of 
the German army in the region of Lodz. 
The Russians will be able to straighten 
their entire front, running to the y eae 
lakes. 


Russian Official Statement. 

The general staff of the Russian army 
has given out the following communica- 
tion under date of Sunday, Dec. 13: 

‘There has been no engagement of tm- 
portance on any of the fronts. In the 
region of Miawa we continue to force back 
the. German troops, who are in retreat. 

“In the region of Mount Buekla Aus- 
trian columns are coming down the north- 
ern slope of the Carpethians.”’ 


Austrian Official Statement. 

AMSTERDAM, Mec. 14.~Vienna made 
the following official announcement this 
afternoon, according to a dispatch re- 
ceived here: 

“The pursuit of the Russians in west- 
ern Galicia continues. As a result of 
encounters of a more or less serious 
nature we have won ground in a north- 
erly direction. Dukla is again in our 
possession. Our columns, advancing 
through the Carpathians, captured on 
Saturday 9,000 prisoners and ten machine 
guns.” 


German and Austrian Reports. 

BERLIN, Dec. 14.—An official commu- 
nication issued today by the German 
army headquarters says: 

“From east Prussia and southern Po- 
land there is nothing toreport. In north- 
ern Poland our operations are taking 
their normal course.”’

' Northern Democrats are about equally 
divided, where they will express their 
views on prohibition. Many are non- 
committal.

Approximately three-fourths of the mu- 
nicipal funde in bank @uring 1915 will 
draw 3 per cent interest, instead of the 
2% paid on such money in the past. The 
cash gain to the city will be about $112,500. 

This is the result of the criticism of the 
careless handling of municipal funds dis- 
closed by the Lorimer bank crash. A sub- 
eommittee of the council committee on 
finance, headed by Ald. C. E. Merriam, 
gpent several weeks investigating the 
subject. One of its specific recommenda- 
tions was thet in advertising for bids 
from banks desirous of becoming city 
depositaries for 1915 the controller ask 
for separate offers on funds which would 
be unmolested for periods of thirty, sixty, 
and ninety dpys. 

$15,000,000 Lowest Balance. 

When the bids came in KH was found 
that the bids for thirty and sixty days 
could be ignored, as $15,000,000 of the 
daily average balance of approximately 
$20,000 000 could be left alone for ninety 
days as well as for thirty or sixty days. 
All except six banks bid 3 per cent on 
ninety day deposits. This year practical- 
ly all the city’s money was held by the 
banks at 2% per cent. — 

The tabulation of the bids was com- 
pleted yesterday and disciosed thie bene- 
ficial result from the new system. It 
showed 101 banks—including fifteen not 
on last year’s list—had bid for a total 
of $33,190,500. Seven banks that bid last 
year—including the La Salle Street Trust 
and Savings. azd its subsidiaries—did not 
ask for city funds this time. 


Less on Daily Balances. 


The majority of large loop banks which: 


responded to the advertisement—sixty- 
five, to be exact—bid only 2\% per cent on 
ordinary funds on which intefest is paid 
on the average daily balances. Their 
total bid was for $28,352,500. The re- 
maining. banks bid from 2.3 per cent to 3 
per cent on funds of thissort. There was 
only one bid of 3 pe cent. That came 
from.the Woodlawn Trust and Savings 
bank, for $125,000.

NOW LOYAL TO CROWN. 


A laughing little English woman, who 
looked more likely to engage in a gay to- 
boggan party than a battle with warders 
|in Holloway jail, arrived at the Black- 
| stone hotel yesterday to further friend- 
| ship for England and England's allies in 
America. 

This merry young person, once called 
“the terror of the British crown,” was 
Miss Christabel Pankhurst, the militant 
English suffraget and daughter of Mrs. 
Emmeline Pankhurst. 

While here she also will gather lessons 
from the victories of woman suffrage in 
America to use in procuring the fran- 
chise for women in Britain as soon as 
the war ends. That Britain will be clad 
to accord the boon so long withheld is 


the opinion of Miss Pankhurst, who be- 
lieves governmental ingratitude cannot 
be #o great as to overlook the service 
the former militants are now perform- 
ing for the empire. 


Makes Militant Threat. 

“ And if we don't get it we'll go right 
back to smashing windows,” she as- 
serted. ‘‘ Everybody in Dngland seems 
to take it for granted, however, that 
we will get what we want when the war 
is over. Like thé Irish, we havea quarre! 
with the government, but when the gov- 
ernment is attacked from the outside we 
loyally support the government until the 
danger is past. Then we resume our 
efforts for a settlement of our domestic 
differences. 

First Visit to America. 

“This is my first visit to America, and 
I feel that my education would be in- 
complete without it. I am delighted to 
say that I find the American people to 
be on the right side. 

“This war is not a war between races. 
It is a war between democracy and mili- 
tary autocracy. There is only one side 
to such a struggle to which America can 
lend ita aid and sanction and that is 
to the cause of democracy. 

“Tf, in the last analysis, the ald of 
America in turning victory to the cause 
of the allies were necessary, I believe 
that we would have your active aid.

WIN AFTER WAR 


HOYNE CONFERS

Head of Detective Agency 
Denies Coming in Inter- 
est of Biddinger. 


FIVE NEW CONFESSIONS. 


William J. Burns, head of the detective 
agency that bears his name, arrived in 
Chicago yesterday and spent several 
hours in conference with State's Attor- 
ney Maclay Hoyne with regard to evi- 
dence that has developed in the investi- 
gation of the official protection of crime 
in Chicago, 

It was rumored about the Criminal 
Courts building that Burns’ presence in 
Chicago is for the purpose of “ coming to 
the front’ for Guy Biddinger, a former 
Chicago detective who now hoids an 
executive position with the Burna agency. 
The detective denied this. 

Biddinger has vigorously denied the 
charges made against him by Barney 
Bertsche, who informed the state's at- 
torney that he (Bertsche) had had Bid-' 
dinger promoted to a sergeantcy in the 
Chicago police department “‘ because he 
was a bigger grafter than Detective 
Egan." 


Sees Effort to Ruin Chances. 
When Bertseche’'s charges were pub- 
lished, Biddinger was a candidate for the 
position of deputy police commissioner 
of New York City. He attributed Bert- 
ache’s charges to an effort to ruin his 
chances for the position. 

Although Bertach has not publicly de- 
nounced Biddinger as an ex-convict, 
Burne reiterated the statement which he 
made ten days ago in New York that he 
would offer $50,000 to Bertache or any 
other “ squealer"’ “ who can prove that 
Biddinger was ever convicted of a crime.” 
In an interview Burns praised Biddinger 
as a dependable and reliable man of hon- 
esty and integrity. When asked whether 
he would finance Biddinger's defense if 
the latter is indicted, Burns said that he 
would not, but on the contrary would as- 
siat Btate’s Attorney Hoyne in every way 
possible in his prosecution of policemen 
against whom there is evidence of crook- 
edness. 

Burns charged Berteche with having 
been secretly in the employ of a private 
detective agency for the last twenty 
years. 


Hoyne Has More Confessions. 
Mr. Hoyne announced during the day; 
that he had five more confessions of 
criminals which probably will be placed 
before the grand jury on Thuraday. It 
was denied that one of the confessions 
was that of a police officer.

Checked on one amend- 
ment after another, they fred in a se- 
ries of motions to delay, to place on file, 
and to refer to this or that committee 
They met defeat at every turn. On the 
final roll call there were only five of the 
doughty two dozen left opposing the 
adoption of the efficiency plan. Fifty- 
three voted to wipe out the specia! detaiia

Celery Root Salad. 


ELERY root is oné of the materials 
which give us.an opportunity to 
have a warm salad, cold salads 
being quite repulsive to some peo- 
ple in cold weather. But it may 
be used cold as well, a cold cooked salad. 
To Boil Celery Root—If you wish to cook 
the celery root whole, wash it and brush 
it very carefully with a brush and cook 
it in boiling salted water. Small roots 
require about an hour to cook tender, 
and larger ones may take two hours. If 
it is to be sliced in very thin slices and 
cut into fancy shapes for garnishing sal- 
ads, this is the best way to prepare it, 
and those who believe that the valuable 
but tiny amount of mineral is close to the 
skin of all such roots will cook it so 
but the water in which it is cooked cannet' 
ther be highly recommended for use to 
flavor soups, etc. It is rather dark, and 
there are other objections.

German Salad Dressing—For two 
pounds of celery root use a teaspoon or 
two of chopped onion, a pinch of pepper, 
and one of sugar, a half tablespoon of 
salt, two tablespoons of vinegar, and four 
of oil, and one tablespoon of strong meat 
broth or.a tablespoon of the liquid in 
which the celery was cooked. The broth 
would always be used by the Germans. 
This is enough dressing for the two 
pounds unless the root is hot, in which 
case it will take more, as it absorbs so 
much. 

Piain vinegar may be uged alone with 
celery root as a dressing, and when a 
mayonnaise is to be used on it, the salad 
is more piquant if some vinegar is first 
poured over the celery and then poured 
off after a minute.

From start to finish, except for occa~- 
sional wavering moments, today’s move- 
ment of prices was upward, with special 
activity in the metal or copper group, and 
gome of the higher priced railways, in- 
cluding Reading, Lehigh Valley, and 
Northern Pacific. The demand for the 
coppers was ascribed to a varicty of 
causes, including better trade prospects, 
their relatively low prices, and their
